Nation  surpasses  original  estimate 
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138,000  from  the  previous  week.  The 
national  unemployment  rate  was  8.2 
per  cent  in  January,  with  more  than 
7.5  million  persons  out  of  work. 

Key  statistics 

Another  key  statistic  will  come 
Friday  when  the  Labor  Department 
issues  its  report  on  the  Consumer  Price 
Index  for  January  and  economists  are 
hoping  it  may  reflect  recent  declines  at 
the  wholesale  level. 

Another  measure  of  inflation  is  used 
by  the  Commerce  Department  in 
connection  with  the  Gross  National 
Product -the  total  output  of  the 
nation’s  economy.  That  index  includes 
things  such  as  raw  materials  for 
manufacturing  that  are  not  covered  by 


the  Consumer  Price  Index. 

The  Commerce  Department 
originally  estimated  inflation  at  an 
annual  rate  of  13.7  per  cent  during  the 
last  three  months  of  1974.  Thursday, 
however,  the  department  said  revised 
figures  showed  an  actual  annual 
inflation  rate  of  14.4  per  cent  during 
the  period. 

The  department  increased  its 
estimate  of  the  fourth-quarter  dollar 
value  of  the  Gross  National  Product  by 
$600  million.  But  because  of  the 
adjustment  in  the  GNP  figures  on 
inflation,  the  fourth-quarter  rate  of 
decline  in  the  GNP  remained 
unchanged  from  previous  estimates  of 
9.1  per  cent  on  an  annual  basis. 


The  Business  Council,  a  group  of 
about  100  of  the  nation’s  top 
i  executives,  said .  Thursday  the  decline  in 
the  economy  should  end  about 
midyear.  But  the  businessmen 
predicted  the  GNP  may  decline  by  3 
per  cent  during  1975  and  said  it  would 
be  the  worst  slowdown  since  World 
War  II. 

On  the  plus  side,  the  business  group 
said  inflation  should  ease  to  about  5.5 
per  cent  by  the  final  quarter  of  1975, 
with  an  over-all  yearly  rate  of  9  per 
cent.  The  1974  rate  of  inflation,  as 
measured  by  the  Consumer  Price 
Index,  was  1 2.2  per  cent. 

There  have  been  several  other 
indications  recently  that  the  pace  of 
inflation  may  be  slowing.  Wholesale 


prices  declined  three-tenths  of  a  per 
cent  in  January,  the  second  straight 
monthly  decrease. 

Interest  rates 

The  ailing  housing  industry  also  may 
be  improving.  An  Associated  Press 
survey  showed  interest  rates  are  down, 
mortgages  are  easier  to  get  and  housing 
sales  have  increased  in  recent  weeks. 

Another  encouraging  report  came 
from  the  auto  industry.  General 
Motors  announced  that  its  Flint, 
Mich.,  Buick  division  is  recalling  120 
workers  who  had  been  laid  off 
indefinitely.  The  recalls  are  the  first 
since  last  fall  for  GM  employes  on 
indefinite  layoffs. 


About  121,000  of  GM’s  370,000 
production  workers  will  remain  on 
indefinite  layoffs  next  week,  but  the 
company  said  it  is  re-opening  four  of 
seven  assembly  plants  closed  this 
week,  meaning  6,250  fewer  workers 
will  be  on  temporary  layoffs. 

The  American  National  Cattlemen’s 
Association  said  beef  prices  are  on  the 
increase  again  after  five  straight 
months  of  decline. 

The  association  said  its  19-city 
survey  showed  that  average  retail  beef 
prices  on  Feb.  13  were  two  cents  per 
pound  higher  than  in  January,  but  34 
cents  per  pound  lower  than  one  year

Although 
Snowbird  is  presently  losing 
money,  it  is  believed  that 
facilities  are  appreciating  in 
value  with  time  and  will 
continue  to  appreciate, 
according  to  the  newspaper.

David  Dalton,  chairman  of 
the  local  chapter  of  the  Sierra 
Club,  acted  as  moderator  of 
the  meeting  sponsored  by  his 
club.

Earhart  first  gave  a  brief 
history  of  their  religions. 

Buddhism,  Shinto,  Taoism, 
Confucianism  and  folk 
religions  are  the  five  major 
religious  traditions  in  Japan. 

“Christianity  in  Japan  has 
not  been  as  much  of  a  major 
influence  as  Confucianism 
and  Taoism,”  he  said.

over-arching  unity,  a  seamless 
unity. 

Two  sets  of  factors 
weakened  traditional  religious 
patterns:  socio-economic 
changes  and  more  formalized 
religions,  he  said. 

“As  some  people  have  said, 
‘new  religions  arose  like 
mushrooms  after  a  rain,”  said 
Dr.  Earhart. 

The  Tenrikyo  religion  was 
founded  by  a  woman.  She 
was  Miki  Nakayama  who 
claimed  to  have  had  an 
experience  with  revelation  in 
which  a  divinity,  or  God  the 
Parent,  took  possession  of  her 
body. 

The  basic  teaching  of 
Tenrikyo  is  a  kind  of  joyous 
life,  the  full,  rich  life  that  one 
can  gain  in  worship  of  God 


the  Parent,  he  said. 

Sokagakkai  became  the 
largest  of  the  new  religions  in 
Japan,  said  Dr.  Earhart. 

Sokagakkai  has  been  the 
most  successful  in 
maintaining  its  course. 

The  whole  movement  is 
dedicated  to  absolute  truth  of 
Nichiren  Buddhism  with  the 
Lotus  Sutra  as  ultimate  truth, 
he  said. 

Korea,  like  Japan,  has  an 
abundance  of  religious 
traditions,  according  to  Dr. 
Earhart. 

“There  is  a  Korean  saying 
that  Confucianism  and  mean 
rule  by  day  and  Shumunism 
and  women  rule  by  night. 

“The  Chondogyo  is  the 
pioneer  of  Korean  religious 
movements,”  he  added.

Q.  How  often  should  a 
woman  have  a  pap  smear  and 
are  they  done  at  the  Health 
Center? 

A.  Yes,  pap  smears  with 
breast  and  pelvic  exams  are 
done  at  the  Health  Center. 
We  strongly  encourage  all 
women  to  have  this  exam 


with  the  pap  test  each  year 
by  the  time  they  are  in 
college. 

Once  a  woman  reaches  35 
years  of  age,  this  should  be 
done  every  six  months 
because  the  incidence  of 
cervical  cancer  begins  to 
increase  at  a  much  more  rapid 
rate  above  that  age.  Cancer  of 
the  cervix  is  the  second  most 
common  cancer  in  women.

uterus  and  vagina  could  be 
washed  away  and  the  pap 
smear  results  would  not  be 
very  accurate. 

Any  abnormalities,  such  as 
prolonged  menstrual  periods, 
should  always  be’  promptly 
evaluated  by  a  physician  as 
these  may  be  early  symptoms 
of  cancer.

Q.  My  roommate  has  the 
flu.  How  can  I  prevent  getting 


A.  The  “flu”  is  caused  by  a 
virus  that  is  released  from  an 
infected  individual  with  every 
breath  for  at  least  24  hours 


before  the  first  symptoms 
begin  to  appear  as  well  as 
during  the  acute  stages  of  the 
illness. 

As  with  colds,  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  prevent  the 
spread  or  to  prevent 
exposure,  as  the  virus  spreads 
very  rapidly.  If  one  has  good 
resistance  or  has  had  the 
vaccine  last  fall,  then  the 
duration  and  symptoms  of 
the  illness  should  be  minimal. 

Stress  or  extreme  emotion 
seems  to  predispose  a  person 
to  the  flu.  Individuals  have 
colds  and  flu  more  often 
during  times  of  high  tension, 
as  this  seems  to  result  in 
lowered  resistance.

He 
assured  his  listeners  that  it 
isn’t,  and  that  there  has  never 
been  a  greater  need  for 
people  willing  to  serve  in 
government  and  public 
service. 

“I  am  proud  of  my 
profession,”  Harmer  said,  and 
added  that  except  for 
missionary  service,  he  felt 
there  was  no  greater  calling 
than  serving  one’s  fellowman 
through  government  service. 

Harmer  further  stressed  the 


“priceless  and  invaluable  to 
achieving  any  goals  or  to 
finding  success.”

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Cats  will  face  U. 
for  Saturday  tilt

The  Cougars  take  on 
archrival  Utah  in  a  game 
which  promises  to  be 
high-scoring  and  packed  with 
tradition.  Game  time  is 
Saturday  at  7:35  p.m.  in  the 
Marriott  Center. 

The  Utes  will  enter  the 
game  with  the  WAC’s  leading 
scorer  in  guard  Luther 
“Tickey”  Burden,  who  is 
averaging  29.3  points  per 
game.  He  is  currently  the 
third-highest  scorer  in  the 
-  nation. 

The  Cougars,  3-6  in  WAC 
play,  have  not  fared  too  well 
against  the  Utes  in  the  last 
two  years.  The  Cats  have  lost 
four  straight  games.  The  last 
time  BYU  lost  five  to  Utah 
was  from  1957-1960. 

In  the  two  teams  first 
meeting  this  year  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  the  Utes  won  91-73 
with  All-American  candidate 
Burden  pumping  in  39  points, 


the  fourth-highest  scoring 
effort  of  his  career. 

Utah  shot  a  blistering  57 
per  cent  from  the  field, 
compared  to  the  Cougars’  49 
per  cent,  and  stayed  close  to 
the  Cats  in  rebounding,  losing 
only  35-31  on  the  boards, 
even  though  BYU’s  front  line 
is  taller. 

Ute  Coach  Jerry  Pimm,  out 
to  make  it  two  in  a  row  this 
year  over  the  Cats,  is 
confident  his  charges  can 
snare  the  Cougars  again. 

“We  will  emphasize  our 
defense  this  week  and  we 
can’t  stand  around  waiting 
for  rebounds  against  the  taller 
Cougars,”  said  Pimm.  “We’re 
out  of  the  running  for  the 
WAC  title,  but  if  we  finish 
strong,  there’s  always  the 
chance  for  a  post-season 
appearance  of  some  sort.” 

Pimm  has  said  informal

The  Cats  were  beaten  by  1 8 
points  in  their  last  encounter 
with  the  Utes,  but  their  WAC 
records  are  a  lot  closer  than 
that.  If  the  Utes,  4-5,  lose  to 
BYU,  3-6,  then  both  teams 
will  head  into  the  final  weeks 
with  identical  4-6  records.

In  order  to  be  “better”  (in  the  usual  sense) 
than  other  universities,  BYU  would  have  to 
be  comparable  with  them.  Some  people  at 
BYU  have  no  doubt  tried  to  make  it 
comparable  with  other  universities,  and  may 
have  had  thoughts  of  aspiring  to  the  top  10 
and  ultimately  “best”  of  all.  But  this  is 
thinking  which  is  not  simply  in  the  world 
but  of  the  world.  No:  BYU  has  to  be  better 
than  other  universities  by  not  being  like 
them. 

In  short,  BYU  fulfills  prophecy  by  striving 
to  be  the  Lord’s  university  indeed.  It  is  at 
present  the  Lord’s  university  on  principle 


converted?  Can  we  judge?  Hardly,  for 
conversion,  testimony  or  no  testimony,  does 
not  necessarily  manifest  itself  to  the  world. 
Certainly,  valiancy  may  be  evidence  of 
conversion,  and  he  who  is  not  converted  is 
not  truly  valiant.

There  is  nothing  to  be  done  about  an 
institution  per  se.  An  institution,  however 
well  planned,  cannot  become  bad  or  good:  it 
is  the  people  in  it  who  are  bad  or  good  or 
who  become  bad  or  good.  The  Lord’s 
university  becomes  better  by  having  better 
people  in  it:  students,  faculty  and  staff. 
Better  people  means  converted  people.  The 
more  people  at  the  Lord’s  university  who  are 
not  simply  Mormon  but  LDS,  the  more  the 
Lord’s  university  will  become  itself.

General  Education  is  planning 
“reference  groups”  of  about  15  students 
who  will  help  one  another  by  sharing  their 
knowledge  and  discussing  the  course  of  their 
educational  progress.  Could  not  these  sorts 
of  things  be  brought  together? 

In  the  stakes  and  branches  on  campus  men 
and  women  are  set  apart  to  teach  the  gospel. 
But  those  who  are  teaching  religion  on  the 
academic  side  are  not  set  apart  for  that 
purpose.  Yet  some  of  these  behave  as  if  they 
thought  they  were.  What  can  be  done  to 
solve  this  uncomfortable  anomaly? 

A  bishop  and  a  stake  president  have  two 
counselors;  so  has  the  president  of  the 
church.  Why  do  not  chairmen  of 
departments  and  deans  of  colleges  have  two 
counselqrs?  Would  not  this  mollify  the 
dreadful  monopoly  of  power  by 
departmental  chairmen  characteristic  of  so 
many  universities  and  imitated  in  our  own? 
Why  is  the  revealed  pattern  of  leadership  in 


the  Church  not  that  by  which  we  run  our 
colleges  and  departments?  The  president  of 
the  university  does  have  his  two  counselors. 

The  church  is  not  democratic.  Yet  there  is 
some  effort  to  organize  BYU  students 
pseudo-democratically.  Why  is  that?  Should 
not  student  officers  be  chosen  and  set  apart 
in  proper  form  to  run  student  affairs?  Why 
this  imitation  of  apostate  universities,  an 
imitation  of  the  world  not  necessitated  by 
being  in  the  world?  Cannot  the  Lord’s 
university  be  spared  the  unspeakable 
vulgarity  of  childishly  run  elections  on 
which  most  sensible  students  turn  their 
backs? 

Let  us  return  to  the  (main)  problem  of 
valiancy.  Valiancy  is  needed  in  both 
academic  and  ecclesiastical  affairs.  Why, 
then,  is  it  easy  to  get  a  seat  in  the  library 
before  9  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  after  5 
in  the  evening?  Is  there  not  too  much 
pointless  and  random  social  activity,  too 
much  foregathering  for  purposeless  and 
unworthy  chat,  too  much  lassitude  and 
sloth?  Is  not  church  taken  as  an  excuse  for 
not  studying  and  study  taken  as  an  excuse 
for  not  working  on  church  affairs?  These  are 
matters  in  which  students  here  on  campus, 
and  faculty  too,  are  too  overmuch  like 
students  and  faculty  elsewhere. 

If  this  is  the  Lord’s  university,  what  room 
is  there  on  campus  for  anything  except  our 
study  and.  our  work  for  the  church?  Is  there 
room  for  any  other  kind  of  “club”?  This  will 
truly  be  the  Lord’s  university  when  what  we 
do  On  the  ecclesiastical  side  contributes  to 
the  academic  and  what  we  do  on  the 
academic  side  contributes  to  the 
ecclesiastical  and  the  two  are  one  in  our 
souls. 

There  are  factors  beyond  our  own  control, 
however,  which  can  make  us  at  least  the 
least  unsatisfactory  university  in  the  world. 
Many  of  us  have  the  gospel  and  try  to  live  it. 
Other  universities  do  not.  They  are  in  moral 
decline,  and  intellectual  decline  will 
inevitably  follow  moral  decline.  We  might 
find  ourselves  better  simply  by  being  not  so 
bad  as  they! 

But  there  is  little  comfort  in  that  for  us. 
We  are  still  so  much  like  other  universities, 
and  we  are  still  striving  so  much  to  be  like 
other  universities,  that  if  we  are  not  careful 
we  may  share  in  the  moral  decline. 

That  decline  is  discernible  in  the 


unwillingness  of  students  to  follow  dress 
standards,  for  example,  and  in  the  reasons 
they  give  (directly  against  their  word  and 
promise)  for  not  following  them.  It  is  also 
seen  on  the  occasions  when  students  on 
campus  cheat  and  the  reasons  they  give  for 
cheating  (I  understand  some  of  them  have 
had  the  effrontery  to  give  reasons  for 
cheating).  It  is  there  in  the  obscene  (and 
obscenely  advertised)  rock  concerts,  some 
given  under  the  auspices  of  ASBYU.  It  is 
there,  most  pervasively  of  all,  in  the 
obsession  with  grades  and  the  superficial 
success  that  they  represent,  in  the  triviality 
■  and  inane  conformity  of  so  many  that  chase 
straight  A’s  and  frequently  obtain  them  — 
the  ones  that  get  the  scholarships  and  strive

to  retain  them  (at  what  expense,  poor 
people?),  the  ones  that  get  the  good  jobs  and 
strain  by  compromising  with  the  world  to 
keep  them  (what  shall  it  profit  a  man.  .  .  ?), 
the  ones  that  spend  their  intelligence  and 
ingenuity  during  the  years  of  their 
“education”  on  finding  the  easiest  way 
through,  and  the  rest  of  their  lives  (poor 
souls  -  poor  souls  indeed)  in  the  same 
boring,  debilitating  and  ultimately  desperate 
way. 

Let  us  realize  that  our  first  step  towards 
being  the  Lord’s  University  on  earth,  our 
second,  our  third  and  so  on,  are  steps  away 
from  the  habits  and  customs  of  apostate 
universities.  We  do  not  need  to  catch  up 
with  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil.  If  we 
are  the  Lord’s  we  are  not  of  this  world.  Our 
task  is  the  difficult  one  of  living  in  the  world 
as  the  salt  of  the  world,  its  true  taste,  its 
preservation  and  salvation.
